Presbytery Denounces the 
Atrocities by Troops, 


Asks President to Take Note 
of Many Persecutions.

Denouncing in strong terms the 
atrocities committed in Korea by 
the Japanese the Los Angeles Pres- 
bytery in session at Burbank yes- 
terday adopted resolutions calling 
upon President Wilson to take cog. 
nizance of the state of affairs in 
Korea, in the interest of decency 
and law. 

The Rev. A. G. Wellborn, a mis- 
sionary from Korea, placed before 
the assembly facts concerning the 
Korean situation. He declared that 
more than fifty churches have been 
burned there in recent months and 
that the murder of innocent persons 
is not infrequent. The Rev. Henry 
C. Buell of Long Beach wos elected 
moderator of the presbytery, the 
juriadiction of which takes in five 
counties of Southern California. 
The Korean resolution is as follows: 

“The presbytery of Los Angeles 
learns with pain of the persecution 
of Christian people by the military 
party of the Japanese government 


in Korea, as borne out by wen- 
authenticated facts, among which 
may be mentioned the following: 

unwarranted searching of 
homes, the maltreatment of women 
and children, the killing of men and 
women, the murdering of people in 
their churches, and the wanton de- 
struction of church property, in- 
cluding over fifty Presbyterian 
churches.

The tract of land upon which the 
Steel and concrete structures are 
built contains fourteen acres, ad 
was purchased by Comiskey when he 
decided to move his team fror the 
Thirty-ninth-street location. where 
the stands were made of wood.

The playing 
field is laid out with the home plate 
in the southwest corner of the feild, 


thus allowing the batter to face 
northeast and making right field the 
“sun garden.” The distance behind; 
the plate to the first rew of boxes 
in the grand stand iq eighty-two 
feet, eight feet less than the major 
league regulations call for. 
CLOSE TO STANDARDS. 


The distance down the right and 
left-field foul lines from the home 
Plate to the bleachers fence ig 365 
feet, twelve feet more than regula- 
tions. From home plate to the cen- 
ter-field fence is 450 feet. These 
dimensions make the playing field 
the only one in the country von- 
forming so closely to standards. The 
park has a seating capacity of 34,- 
500. The original seating capaci’y 
of the park was 32,000, yet at one 
time—-Frank Chance Day—Presi- 
dent Comiskey made a settlement 
for 36,308 paid admissions to the 
New York Yankees. 

The grand stand is a double-deck 
structure, with box seats frincing 
Us front on both decks. There are 
11,000 of these box seats. The 
grand stand seats behind the boxe 
are on inolines. There are about 
8000 of these and they are all re- 
served. The lower grand stand 
seats are reached by two inclined 
runways, which go up at either end 
of the stand, and when about half 
2 branch out, making it pos-

The pavilions are on either side of 
the grand stand and have a seating 
capacity of about 4500 each. They 
aleo are covered. These seats 
usually cost the fans 50 cents each, 
but for the big series the price will 
be more.

left-field bleachers extend from the 
east to the west. They do not meet 
in center field. The intervening 
space is utilized for a big electric 
score board which is worked from 
the press stand on the upper deck 
of the grand stand. The bleach- 
ers have a combined seating ca- 
pacity of about $000. 1 

The pavilions and bleachers are 
protected by a concrete wall four 
feet high. pred by a wire fence 
six feet high. 

The pitcher’s mound is elevated 
seven and one-half inches. At night 
and when the weather is threatening 
the diamond is covered by a 
tarpaulin, which is 190 feet square. 
It requires a dozen men to handle 
this. It is rolled on a large steel 
cylinder and is kept in a structure 
bullt of concrete in front of the left- 
field pavilion. 

The White Sox playing field is the 
only regulation ball grounds in the 
country. The space behind the 
home plate originally was ninety- 
four feet, but even with twelve ‘feet 
taken off to permit the erection of 
permanent boxes this year, the space 
behind the plate is still greater than 
that of any other ball park. 

Don't worry about finding that 
reserved seat at the world’s series 
games played at Comiskey Park, be- 
cause Pete ONeill, has been busy 
for more than a month engaging a 
staff of 200 ushers and training 
them for the big rush on the open- 
ing day.

He is known to thou- 
sands of grand stand patrons, and 
his pleasing smile and courteous 
manner are an asset to the park,
